ror with which women of all classes re- 
gard It. It Is hard enough that woninn 
should not have the making of fashion 
and tho pawer to say what they will 
wear, u ut It ia a well known fact that 
these things are ordered by a small 
clique of men. It ia, however, within 
the power of all women to determine 
what they will not wear, and for the 
furtherance of that object 1 am forming 
a league which will, if it is made suffi- 
ciently public, entirely put down the 
adoption of tho crinoline. Without a 
single exception every woman to whom 
I have spoken on the subject ie strongly 
in favor of tho movement 1 suggest. 
May I ask vou to give space in yt-ur col- 
nms for thia letter, by which muaue I 
feet sum thousands of sensible woman 
will be led to join. 'Ttia No Crinoline 
League' membership will Involve no ex- 
pense or trouble toy and that of Bending 
me a letter or postal card— the luUor pre- 
ferred— be" ring the writer's nmu« mul 
address and ttio following promise: '1 
hereby pledge myself to do nil in my 
power to prevant the wearing of crino- 
linee.' The cards or loiters should bu

I propose to publish n Hat of the names

Crinolitie Laa^uo, but it IB quite certain 
few would care to HBO their named in 
print in connection with it. In fnnt, ] 
believe moet women of well-balanced 
minds object to publicity of any kind. 
Even I may atru^lo against the fatal 
influence of the crinoline and join the 
league if Mrs. Stani.'cnl doosn t make 
tho publiahing of the u:imoa of its mem- 
bers a condition.

More limn 3000 men, 
distinguished in nearly evory walk of 
ifo, were present, and tho orators of tho 
occasion came from nil parts of tbe 
country, each in his own way typifying 
and representing some sentiment or 
phase of national politics.

laughable and

Ho never abused his power, except on 
the side of raeicy, and knew no fear ex- 
cept that of being wrong. His was the 
grandest figure of our times und the 
greatest memory of our world."

NEW YCIIK, February 11.— A Wash- 


ington correspoudont of a morning paper 
says: "A triple alliance between the 
United States, Russia and Franco, such 
is the international combination of forces 
for mutual benefit and defense whicli 
has been secretly pending for years and 
which was unknown, either in the diplo- 
matic or political world at large, was 
culminated in an exacutive session of 
the United States senate two days 
ago.

the past' six months 


two treaties, tbe only ones pending 
before the senate, have been ratified 
These are extradition treaties with Rue- 
eia and France. In ratifying these trea- 
ties the United States government re- 
ceived the distinct pledges of those 
governments of

force, if necessary, against any interfer- 
ence by Germany, Great Britain or any 
other European power, with a mainten- 
ance by the United States of what is 
commonly termed the Monroo doctrine.'
